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PRANCIS JOSEPH PRAISES THE ARMY. 


Highly Pleased with the Maneuvers at 
_ @uensReyalty on a Aunt, 

Views, Sept. 22.—Emperor Francis Jo- 
seph has issued an order in which he declares 
he is entirely satisfied with the way the army 
maneuvers near Guens, Hungary, were car- 
ried out. His Majesty praises the efficiency 
of the regular troops and the Landwehr, and 
especially expresses gratification at the good 
discipline shown by the soldiers and their 
manifest ap ation of the objects of the 
maneuver. He also refers to the excellent 
sanitary condition which hag been maintained 
in the campe of the troops who took part in 
the operations. he 7 

Emperor concludes by declaring he 

himself and the monarchy have complete con- 
fidence in the army, which not only unceas- 
ingly perseveres in the work of self improve- 
ment but is fully conscious of all its duties. 

Emperor William, accompanied by ‘the 
King of Saxony, Prince Luitpold, Regent of 
Bavaria, and Archduke Frederick, has reached 
Mohaes, to which place the imperial party has 
gone on a shooting expedition. The party 
was greeted at the railway station by an im- 
mense crowd. Only a short stop was made 
at Mohacs, the royal sportsmen proceeding 
or Bogfok, which they will make their head- 
quarters during their shooting excursion. 

Emperor William has given magnificent 
swords to Baron von Schoenfeld and Baron 
von Reinlander, commanders of the Second 
and Third Army Corps. Inscriptions on the 
scabbards allude to the performances of the 
two Generals during the recent mancuvers 
around Guens.

Must Deal with Realities. 


The life of the t majorities of the residents 
in cities is practi bounded By some or all of 
these facts.. Wi limitations masses 
live and move and have their being. To the 
masses, therefore, doctrines of humanity and 
duty and religion that do not deal directly with 
these realities are sim and rid- 
dies. The conditions thus spec are already 
schools of broader brotherhoods than has been 
possible in any previous century, They consti- 
tute an unique n for the churches. 
Our question is: How must the churches improve 
the opportunity? The churches as such do not 
think the thoughts, nor talk the nor 
share urden which, for the masses in the 
cities, contain the real roblem 
life. City churches are only parti 
of. the tendencies which threaten to reduce 
them to the status of class institutions. 
The churches have no explicit policy towards 
city problems. They lack intelligent interest in 
them. They are even suspicious of ever endeav- 
oring to permit the churches the codperation in 
solutions. 

The churches have two alternatives. The choice 
of these alternativesdoes not turn upon denom- 
inational standards of theology. The conditions 
and sympathetic evils considered can be modi- 
fied only by systematic application of appro- 
priate means to concrete ends. The means 
must be — in actual contact with the evils 
to be remedied, The tasks imposed by the needs 
of city populations require the multiplication of 
church works. No single church, not even the 

t, cah effectively p alone against 
each of the conditions or symptoms involving 
dation of city life. ; 
nthe other hand the tasks cannot be ac- 
complished by distribution among the churches. 
Coéperation and mathematical divisions of labor 
am ong the churches would most effectively apply 
present resources, and would take the largest 
number of possible’ religious workers from the 
retired list into active service. The basis of 
social cooperation should be common tion 
of the obligation of brotherhood.

THE WEST AND STATE BANK NOTES. 

The Atlanta Constitution has read the inter- 
views with officers of State banks within 500 
miles of Chicago which were printed in this 
paper, and says that their opposition to the 
repeal of the tax on State bank notes has noth- 
ingto do with thequestion and must not affeot 


the action of Congress. It adds: 

We take it for granted that the National Demo- 
cratic convention understood public sentiment in 
and around Chicago fully as well as Taz Tarsuye 
understands it. It met in Chicago. A large pro- 
portion of its delegates came from that city aud 
the Western States around it. But these -dele- 
gates did not protest against the State bank 
plank: On the contrary, they gave it their unan- 
imous support, and made it the binding law of 
the party—a pledge which the administration 
must redeem, no matter what the State bankers 
“in a number of cities” around Chicago, may 
have to say at this late day. 

The case is not properly stated, The dele- 
gates who came here representing the West- 


ern Democracy did so with no expectation 


that the State bank bill question would be 
rang- | sprung on them. 


The matter had not been 
discussed in the papers or elsewhere. Neither 
county, district, nor State conventions had 
considered it. It was not a political issue, 

The delegates came prepared to act on the 
tariff question. Knowing perfectly what they 
were voting on they struck out by a nearly 
two-thirds vote the resolution reported by the 
Platform committee and substituted for it 
Larry O’Neal’s tariff for revenue only” 
amendment.

The protests against State bank 
notes made by Eastern and Middle State as 
well as Western Democrats are good evi 
dence that the majority of the delegates 
did not know what they were agreeing to 
when they approved the report which con- 
tained that plank. 

But what if they did understand and ap- 
prove of it? Their constituents have dis- 
owned and disavowed their action. There are 
25,000,000 people living within 500 miles of 
Chicago, The officers of the State and the 
savings banks have a very good idea what 
their customers want—a much better idea 
than the Atlanta Constitution can have—and 
they report that State bank issues are not de- 
sired, but are opposed. The people of this 
part of the country handied a good deal of 
Atlanta money and other Georgia wildcat be-

ANOTHER RAILROAD HORROR. 
Disaster treads fast upon the heels of disas- 
ter on our failroads these days. Since the 
first of this month four accidents have oc- 
curred of more than ordinary magnitude— 
the first at Chester, Mass., when 17 were 
killed and 28 injured; the second, near Cole- 
hour, III., 13 killed and 17 injured ; the third, 
near Manteno, III., 8 killed and 18 injured; 
and now comes the news of the disaster on 


the Wabash road near Kingsbury, Ind., in 


which at the present writing it would appear 


that 11 have been killed and 15 injured, In 


this case as in the others the disaster was the 
outcome of some one’s blunder. The second

These silver kings do not care about the in- 
| evitable shrinkage of 40 per cent or more in 
the five or six billions of deposits and credits, 
money largely due to wage-working mén and 
women, which must result from the adoption 
of their scheme. If asked what they pro- 
pose to do in that important matter it is 
probable they would answer that was none of 
their business; that everybody must look out 
for his own interests. To this er- 
tent they, are playing into the hands 
of the silver monometallic Senators 
of the South and Kansas, and thus have ef- 
fected an “unholy alliance with them to 
break down the integrity of the, currency. 
Their allies do not want to see any advance in 
the price of silver. On thecontrary, they would 
prefer to have it fall to a bullion value of 50 
cénts per ounce or less, their wish being to see it 
debased to the lowest point possible, in order 
to pay their debts in bad money. Hence the 
two factions, while working together cordial- 
ly, are animated by diametrically opposite 
motives. The silver kings would find them- 
selves wofully mistaken. An increase of the 
price of silver to 75 conte for the, 371% 
grains in a dollar, or 97 cents per ounce, 
would stimulate silver mining all over the 
world and enable British dealers to pick up 
large quantities of cheap silver in India and 
China and dump it in on us in exchange for 
our gold, while Mexico was selling us for gold 
all we could take of her cheap silver till the 
‘market broke to her level under the accumu- 
lating weight of supply. Then the price of 
silver metal would be kept down and be regu- 
lated the same way that it is now, the pur- 
chasing value of the metal being rated in 


+ terms of gold. 


In buying our 800 to 1,000 million dollars’ 
worth of imports annually and equal exports 
the values of both would be reckoned on the 
gold standard, as all international business is 
doné on the gold standard regardless of each 
nation’s local standard, We should have to 
pay in gold the expenses of diplomatic and 
consular officers and empioyés abroad, with 


expenses and purchases of American tourists. 

There would be a constant stream of millions 
of dollars of silver per day into the offices of 
the brokers to buy the gold exchange for im- 
porters and required for all this foreign busi- 
ness, just as it was on a smaller scale during 
the war, when fluctuating, depreciated green- 
backs were the local standard of money. 

Every $1,000 of silver thus paid would tend 
to fix the commercial value of the coins at 
their foreign bullion value, as it does in all 
the other free silver countries. The silver 
money of no free coinage country in the 
world is worth more there than the value of 
its bullion in London, 

The free silver Senators cannot point to a 
single country on the face of the earth which 
has retained free silver coinage that now has 
money worth even 60 cents on the dollar. If 


what sort of reason can they argue that the 
United States could start in with a load of 
more than 600 millions of overvalued silver 
and keep it up to par, while exchanging our 
gold for the stimulated production of silver 
inall the silver-mining lands of the worid? 
It could no more be done than the price of 
wheat could be sustained at an artificially 
high figure after the prospect or hope of high 
prices had induced farmers to increase their 
wheat acreage to far more than the normal 
requirement, 

These Senators should reflect on the effect 
of such conditions, and then they would be 
| able to see that nothing is to be gained by 
free coinage, which would surely bring the 
currency down to a debased level; that result 
is inevitable from the adoption of free silver 
coinage on the terms “ demanded ”’ by them, 
and inevitable also if the panic-breeding 
clauses of the the Sherman bill be not ot repealed.

SENATOR HOAR HAS BABBLE SORUPLES. 

Senator Hoar has been in the Senate so long 
that he seems to have become attached to its 
languid and dawdling way of doing business 
and its unlimited liberty of what some call 
debate,“ but whatis nothing but procras- 
tinating babble. He is not satisfied with Sen-

So as Mr. Stevenson isan IIlinoisan it 
may happen that on one or more occasions 
Illinois may constitutionally cast. three votes 
in the Senate. Senator Platt’s amend- 
ment would not, however, confer 
any power on the Vice-President inde- 
pendent of the majority of the 
Senate. He would not be able to fix a dayfor 
the taking of a vote until he had been re- 
quired to do so by a majority in writing.

A CLOSURE RULE IN THE SENATE. 


The senior Democratic organ says that the. 


only way to get a vote on the repeal bill is to 
hold a continuous session, and that “ if the 
minority can delay the repeal bill indefinitely 
they can delay indefinitely the proposed Platt 
rule.

An appeal was taken from the de- 
cision of the Chair and the Chair was over- 
ruled, the minority was suppressed, and the 
President’s non-intercourse bill put through. 


Since then the previous question has cut off |

There is no universal style of hair-dressing, 
says London Lady, and it is equally fashion- 
able to wear the hair dressed high or to coil it 
low; but the high coiffure is most generally 
affected with evening toilettes, as it interféres 
with the style m which the chapeau is now 
worn.

- CARE OF HER CROWNING GLORY. 


How Woman May Keep Her Hair Present- 
able Till Old Age. 

It is safe to say that the average womanly 
woman takes down and puts up her back 
twenty-five times a week. II the 
short space of five minutes were de- 
voted at each operation to vigorous 
brushing of the scalp no other care 
would be necessary to keep the hair 
clean, glossy, and beautiful and the head in a 
healthy condition. A White-haired gentle- 
woman who has been doing this sort of hair 
dressing for the last fifty years offers in evi- 


dence a clean scalp and an abundant head of: 


hair, together with the startling information 
that she has not washed her since she 
went to boarding-school in October, 1843. 

If the hair is much exposed to dust, which 
is the case in the pursuit of nearly every line 
of industry, if the scalp is scaly, if the per- 
spiration is excessive, or if the exudation of 
oil is sufficiently copious to mat the hair, the 
head should be w at least once a week, 
Women who sweep, work in clothing, 
chemical, tobacco, feather, and food factories ; 
operators in mills and women who teach, 
travel, or lead out-door lives in the city, can 
scarcely expect to get along with less than 
three shampoos a week and systematic comb- 
ing and brushing night and day.

When it is not convenient to clean the head 
thoroughly the sc alp may be freshened and 
the pores stimulated by what is called a dry 
shampoo.
